The
latter collected the mucous secretions
from a large number of appendixes re-
moved at the hospitals and prepared
a sernm which, on being injected into
animals, was found to stimulate thé
contractile wmovements of the intes-
tines. Dr. Robinson, therefore, was
convinced that the appendix cannot be
cut out without seriously interfering
with intestinal action, although he
recoznizes the necessity of operating
when the gland is gangrenous or oth-
wise diseased.—Paris Cor.

They Held Office and Could More Than
